LONDON, Sept. 4—In the historic Wes- 
ley Chapel in London City road today 500 
delegates assembled, representing 4i!l 
branches of world-wide Methodism and 
8,000,000 members of the church and 35,009,- 
000 adherents, divided among nearly % dif- 
ferent denominations springing from the 
teachings of John Wesley. 

A program consisting of sermons, ad- 
dresses, papers and open discussions of 
subjects of common interest to all Metho- 
dists—and, In fact. of interest to aJl Chris- 
tendom—will be carried out. There will be 
no lawmaking or tinkering with creeds. 
All that is said or done will cluster around 
the central purpose of the conference, the 
fraternal co-operation of all Methodists in 
carrying forward Christian work. 

Quite a number of distinguished Ameri- 
can Methodists have prominent places on 
the program. Foremost in the list is Bish- 
op Charles B. Galloway of Jackson, Miss., 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
who preached ‘the opening sermon. Bishop 
Galloway of the active promoters 
of fraternal relations between the Metho- 
dists of the North and the South in the 
lnited States. The place assighed to him 
is one of marked honor. ' 

At the opening exercises today Kine Ed- 
ward and President McKinley were prayed 
for. Bishop Joseph ©. Hartzell, missionary 
bishop of the sfethodist Episcopal Churen 
in Africa, made thé opening prayer, and 
Bishop Galloway “reached an sloaueni ser- 
mon, setting forta the aims of Methodists 
throughout the world and emphasizing the 
value of the tenets of John Wesley. Com- 
munion followed, 

The AfPhbishop of Canterbury, the Most 
Rev. Frederick Temple. D. D., and the 
Bishop of London, the Rt. Rey. A. F. W. 
Ingram, D. D., sent friendly messages, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury praying that 
God's blessing may rest on the delibera- 
tions. The Bishop of London sent a similar 
message, but adding the hope that some 
day the Methodists will be reunited with 
the Episcopalians. 

Forenoon and afternoon sessions wil] be 
held in the chapel, and’ night meetings in 
other churches and halls. Representative 
men of each denomination will have part 
in the regular program and the extra gath- 
erings at night. 

In addition to the regularly elected del- 
egates thousands of visitors wi!) be present, 
many of them from distant parts of the 
world. _Numerous excursion parties have 
been organized in the Umted States for a 
European tour in conjunction with the con- 
ference, and thus the gathering as a whole 
will be large and widely representati%e. [t 
is understood, as a matter of course, that 
English, Irish and continental Methodists 
will be there in large numbers, along with 
those from the United States, Canada and 
otper qountrse es .

150 MEN RETURN TO WORK. 


PITTSBURG, Sept. 4.—The strike at the 
Pennsylvania tube plant in this city is 
practically broken. This morning 150 of the 
strikers went to work in the plant, and 
Supt. James McNutt says the plant will be 
running full in a few days. 

The rest of the strikers, about 600, will 
meet this afternoon to decide whether they 
will return to work or not. It is thought 
they will deci to return. 

Everything is Yuiet about the plant. The 
men are busily engaged in getting tne 
plant into running order and every person 
seems to think that the strike at the plant 
is over. 

Preparations have been completed for 
the starting up of the Demmler tin plate 
plant at McKeesport, and the resumption 
will probably take place late this after- 
n or tonight. The start will be made 
th a full force of deputy sheriffs on 
guard, the American Tin Plate Co. having 
served notice on Sheriff McKinley of this 
(Allegheny) county that violence was 
feared. The introduction of the strong arm 
of the law into the steel strike will, it is 
believed, undoubtedly bring about a crisis 
in the situation. In some quarters it is 
thought it may lead to an early settlemen: 
of the present labor troubles, and in others 
that the presence of the sheriff's forces 
may result in a conflict.

COLUMBIA CROSSED THE START- 
ING LINE FIRST. 


The Trial Is Over a Fifteen-Mile 
Course and Return, a Beat to Wind- 
ward and a Run Home Be- 

‘fore the Wind. 


BLOCK ISLAND, R. L, Sept.”4, 2:50 p. 
m.—The yachts Columbia and Constitution 
are nearing the turning buoy and through 
the haze there does not seem to be more 
than a quarter of a mile between them. 

At 1:40 boats were standing off shore on 
the starboard tack off Point Judith, with 
the Columbia about an eighth of a mile to 
windward of the Constittuion. The breeze 
was increasing at that time and the Con- 
stitution appeared to be gaining slightly, 
footing faster than her rival. 


BATEMAN'S POINT, R. I., Sept. 4—A 
breeze of 8 knots came up at noon today, 
and the yachts Columbia and Constitution 
were started on a race, the result of which 
was expected to aid in settling the question 
as to which shall defend the America’s cup 
in the approaching series of internationai 
yacht races with the Shamrock II. The ¢'on 
stitution came down the harbor under three 
lower sails and ciub tupsa.us. She was rto- 
lowed by the Columbia with jib tapsail set, 
.o get out to the start on time. 

At 12:40 the committee hoisted the course 
signal, for a 15-mile beat to windward and 
return, the course being southwest with 
the turning mark anchored about four 
miles east of Block island, 

The Columbia crossed the line first in a 
fine posit.oa on the weather of the Consti- 
tution, but the latter, instead of following 
the old boat over the Hne, wore around and 
headed fur the line on the port tack, c.oss- 
ing over a minute after the Columbia. The 
starting times as seen from shore were; 
Columbia 1:00:35; Constitution 1:01:50.

ACTING UNDER INSTRUCTIONS 


VERDICT OF ACCIDENT RETURN- 
ED IN KOPEJTKA CASE. 


The Coroner Admonished a Transit 
Company Official to Not Prompt 
His Men During the 
Inquest. 


General Superintendent John Grant of 
the St. Louis Transit Co. said Wednesday 
that the company has instructed its mo- 
tormen and conductors not to answer any 
material questions in coroner's inquests in- 


to deaths caused by street cars. 

“The company has sufficient reason for 
making the order, but it is not necessary 
that the public be informed of it,” replied 
Mr. Grant to request for an explanation 
of this attitude of the company. 


That the company. proposes to take ad- 
vantage of a rule of evidence that relieves 
a witness from the necessity of answering 
a question if the answer may be used 
against him in a criminal proceeding, was 
revealed Wednesday morning when the in- 
quest into the killing of 2-year-old Wililam 
Kopetiko by a Tower Grove car was re- 


simnrons. 
With the exception of two questions 


which they answered inadvertently Motor- 
man William B. Dutf and Conductor Henry 
A. Minor of the car that ran over the little 
boy refused to reply to ail material ques- 
tions on the ground that they might in- 
criminate themselves. 


When asked why they had made such re- 
plies, they told Deputy Coroner Fitzsim- 
nons that they had been instructed to do 
Oo by the agents of the company. 

Two agents of the company were at the 
nquest to see that the men»obeyed the 
urder. a7 

During Conductor Minor’s testimony, Pa- 
trolman Frank Pearson of the coroner's of- 
fice informed Mr. Fitzsimmons that E. M. 
Kobinson, one of the agents, was indicat- 
ing by nodding his head to the witness what 
questions he sheuld answer and what not. 

Mr. Fitzsimmons, who had-not noticed 
Robinson's actions, turned upon him and 
woes BL such conduct would not be per- 
mitted. 


Ccroner Gives 
Instructions. 
Robinson denied that he had been indicat- 
ing answers. 
“If you wish to sit through these pro- 
ceedings you must not attempt anything of 


that kind,”’ retorted the deputy coroner. 
The motorman and conductor @ 
embarrassed -throughout their test.mony, 
and, in their effort to keep anything tnat 
might indicate that the siightest biame was 
attached to the company, they refused to 
answer many immaterial, but necessary 
questions, which hampered Mr. Fitzsim- 
mons in his effort to ascertain the truth. 

Conductor Minor refused to tell whether 
he stepped from the car after tne accident, 
saying the answer might incriminate him. 

But he inudvertently told the jury that 
the schedule time for the run from Broad- 
way and Locust street Clifton Heights is 
51 minutes. 

Motorman Duff also inadvertently in- 
formed the coroner that the rear end of 
the car when it was stopped after the ac- 
cident was about four feet from the place 
where the front end had struck him. 

The inquest was resumed with the testi- 
mony of Mrs. Minnie Keller of 1706 South 
Fourteenth street. She said: 

“I was tg in my window and saw the 
whole thing. The car was running very fast 
and it went faster when it began to turn 
the curve.

NOT GUESTS OF UNCLE SAM 


Prince Chun Will Be Entertained in 
Washington, but Not as an Of- 
ficial Visitors.

JUDGE ZACHRITZ SO ORDERS

Clay Workers, Union Men, Are Ac- | 
cused of Abusing Men Who Took 
the Place of Strikers. 


Judge Zachritz of the St. Louis Circuit} 
Court issued an order at noon Wednesday 
commanding the Clay Miners’ and Labor- 
ers’ Union No. 8503 of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor to show cause Sept. 16 
why its members should not be restrained 
from harassing the employes of the Hy- 
draulic Press Brick Co. and the Evans & 
Howard Fire Brick Co., with a view to 
compelling those employes to strike. 

At the same time he issued a restraining 


order preventing the union from conducting 
harassing tactics toward the employes 
while the suit is pending. 

Application for the injunction against the 
union was made Tuesday on behalf of the 
two brick companies by Attorneys Stewart, 
Cunningham and Eliot. 

The application charges the officers and 
members of the union with picketing the 
approaches to the companies’ clay mines 
on King’s highway and the St. Louis and 
San Francisco Railway tracks, and with 
Stopping employes and terrorizing them. 

It says they even assaulted employes at 
times and maltreated persons who desired 
to go to work for the two companies. 

The trouble, it is said, started when a 
number of the members of the union, who 
were working for the brick companies, 
struck. That was in July. 

These members are charged with having 
conspired with the union to bring on a 
general strike and the result was the prac- 
— - harassing employes who had not 
struck. 


THE GEOLOGIC ATLAS. 


Folio of “the Washington Quadrangle” 
Shows Interesting Features. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. ~.—An interesting 
publication of the United States geological! 
survey is folio 70 of the library edition of 
the Geologic Atlas which has just been is- 
sued. The folio is entitled “The Washing- 
ton Quadrangle,’’ and embraces the terri- 
tory covered by the District of Columbia 
and the adjacent portions of Maryland and 
Virginia. This is an interesting region geo- 


logically, as in it occurs the; juncture of 
the old archean, crystalline formations and 
the sedimentary rocks of the latest horil- 
zons. 

As has been usual in previous folios of 
this edition, the introductory portion is oc- 
cupied by the physical and geologic fea- 
tures to be found in the section. In this 
case the descriptive introduction is partic- 
ularly exhaustive and complete, It contains 
an interesting summary of the characteris- 
tics of the two great physiographic fea- 
tures represented—the Pieaqmont Plateau 
and the Coastal Plain, with their relations 
to other parts of the same continental de- 
velopments; it touches upon the geological 
history which produce these features; and 
it discusses in great detail the various lo- 
cal outcroppings and the numerous yarie- 
ties of reek and clay formations found up- 
on them. In addition to these the mineral 
resources and their economic availability 
are carefully noted as are also the under- 
ground waters which are suitable for well 
supply. 
4 Accompanying the text are five fine maps, 
the sume territory, but illustrat- 
ing different aspects of it; a topographic 
map with contours, streams, towns and oth- 
er surface culture, an historical geologic 
sheet, an economic sheet, a structural sec- 
tion sheet and a physiographic geology 
heet. 

. One of the new and interesting features of 
this folio is the introduction of contour 
lines upon the sheet of economic geology, 
to illustrate the position of the district's 
artesian waters. In the vicinity of Wash- 
ington the chief yg At water supply 
is obtained from the Potomac formation, 
which lies above the hard layers of the 
older crystallines. It is the location of 
this formation that the contour lines are 
intended to show.

Mayor Wells, who has. been in the East 
for two weeks, is expected to return to the 
city this evening, probably on the Big Four 
train, which arrives at Union Station at 
6:45 o'clock. 

Important matters will command the 
mayor's action when he returns to his of- 
fice Thursday morning. While Acting May- 
or Hornsby has disposed of the routine 
business of each day he has left matters 
of permanent concern to be acted on by 
the mayor. 

One of the first matters which will be 


presented to Mayor Wells willl be a com- 
plaint, signed by a number of business 
men, against a subordinate in the office of 
the inspector of boilers and elevators. 

The complaint alleges neglect of duty in 
various forms. It was filed in the mayor's 
office just before his departtire for the 
East, and has since received some atten- 
tion from Acting Mayor Hornsby, who de- 
cided not to take action. 

Coniplaints against the supply commis- 
sioner’s ofiice, prepared by President Phil- 
lips of the Board of Public Improvements, 
— also be filed with the mayor immedi- 
ately. 

These complaints relate to the purchase 
of articies for subordinates in the office. 
The prices paid for the articles, it is 
averred, were too high. These purchases 
were afterward duplicated by orfivate pur- 
chase from the same firms for a much less 
amount, 

The smoke abatement bill, signed by Act- 
ing Mayor Hornsby, has become a law. and 
the appointment of the smoke inspectors 
will be in order at any time.

FRESH AIR WORK COMPLETED: 


Many Thousand Children Were Taken 
on River Excursion. 

The Fresh Air Mission has completed its 
work for the year. 

River excursions began July 8, and were 
given each Monday during July and Au- 
gust, the last taking place August 26. The 
attendance at these excursions was un- 


usually large this year because of the ex- 
treme heat. The free tickets furnished by 
the St. Louis Transit Co. permitted many 
children from outlying districts to fet to 
go who otherwise might not have been able 
to enjoy them. 

The average attendance on the excur- 
sions was not less than 2000, at a cost of 
$130 for each excursion, or 6% cents a per- 
son. This included the ride on the City of 
Providence and luncheon. 

The Wabash railroad company gave the 
Mission the free use of its cars and picnic 
(ounce on three excursions to Wright

Former’s Action on Fender 
Bill Provokes Attack. 


PETTY POLITICS IS CHARGED 


CAPT BOYCE FLAYED DELEGATES’ 
RAILROAD COMMITTEE. 


First Open Assault on the Lower Body 
by the Council Was Sustained 
by a Full 
Vote. 


Strong condemnation of the action of the 
House of Delegates on the fender bill is 
expressed in the report of the Council 
railroad committee on the measure, sub- 
mitted by Vice-President Joseph Boyce at 
Tuesday evening’s meeting of the Council. 

Not content with the indictment con- 
tained in the committee’s report, Capt. 
Boyce, who was presiding over the Council 
meeting, left the chair and took the floor in 
order to express his opinion of the House. 

His speech on the floor of the Council 
was the first open attack which has been 
made on the present House by a member of 
the Council. 

“This is no time for soft words,’’ said 
Capt. Boyce. ‘I hope that the House of 
Delegates will be made to feel the public 
pulse. 

“The action of the House on the fender 
bill is outrageous. It is barbarous. [t is 
an attempt to usurp puwer which does not 
belong to the members of the House. It is 
an attempt to play politics with a measure 
of urgent public necessity—a matter of life 
and death to citizens. 

“For men who claim to have at heart the 
interests of the city and to favor the pro- 
gressive policy of the city administration, 
such conduct !s amazing. It is inhuman. 

“Il hope the Council will unanimously re- 
ject the House amendments. No good can 
come from passing the bill in the form in 
which it has been returned to us.” 

The commitee’s report was sustained by 
the vote of all members present, and the 
House was notified that the Council would 
not cencur in the amendments. 


Council Committee’s 
Full Report. 


The report follows in full: 
“Mr. President—Your committee on rail- 


roads, to which was referred Council bill 
No. 37, with amendments thereto adopted 
by the House of Delegates, begs leave to 
report that it has considered the same, and 
recommends that the Council do not concur 
in said amendments. Were the matter of 
life and death not too serious to permit of 


levity, your committee could scarce refrain 
taking a humorous view of the excessive 
modesty of the honorable body on the other 
side of the building, which would create a 
commission representing the Municipal As- 
sembly to consist of seven members of the 
House of Delegates and three members of 
the Council. The amendments specify the 
two committees of the two houses, but as 
the railroad committee of the houses is two 
and one-third times stronger numerically 
than the Council committee, it is very clear 
that the latter would have no voice itn the 
proceedings of this commissian. Yet we 
are asked by the House to Sanction such a 
proceeding. Why the responsibility and 
duty of passing on the fenders should be 
taken away from the Board of Public Im- 
provements and transferred to the railroad 
committes of the House of Delegates is 
not quite clear to your committee. The 
amendment is, in the judgment of your 
committee, an uncalled for reflection on the 
Board of Public Improvements, and should 
be disposed of by this branch of the as- 
sembly immediately and with decision. 
Passing on fender devices is purely an ex- 
ecutive duty, and certainly does not belong 
to the assembly. 

“How a legislative body charged with the 
solemn duty of guarding the. interests of 
the city and her citizens can trifle with 
such an important measure is beyond your 
committee's comprehension. Innocent peo- 
ple are being slaughtered and maimed al- 
most daily through worthless fenders, but 
when an opportunity ts presented to at 
least reduce the number of casualties the 
House of Delegates smothers the bill for 
nearly a month and then passes it with 
amendments unworthy the consideration of 
a self-respecting body.”’ 

The House of Delegates, which had held 
the fender bill for a month, last week 
passed it after addirg amendmemts of an 
unusual nature. The wvower of approv- 
ing designs for new fendergx which was 
placed by the original bill with the Board 
of Public Improvements, is transferred in 
the House amendments to a commission 
consisting of the members of the railroad 
committees of the Council and House. 

As the House railroad committee has 
seven members and that of the Council 
only three, this plan would give all power 
in the matter to the House members. 

he reason given by members of the 
House for the change in the bill was that 
they lacked confidence in the Board of 
Public Improvements and feared that the 
selection of approved patterns of fenders 
might not be safe in the board’s hands. 
The House commission, it was stated, 
would hold open meetings for the consid- 
eration of fender patterns. ;

Large Booty Secured Four 
Miles From Texarkana. 


THE MEN WERE RAILROADERS 


THEY CUT OFF THE EXPRESS CAR 
AND TOOK IT A MILE AWAY. 


There the Safe Was Blown and the 
Gang of Five Men, One an En- 
gineer, Escaped on the , 
Engine. 


Speclal to the Post-Dispatch. 

TEXARKANA Ark., Sept. 4.—The entire 
country is being scoured by the authorities 
for traces of the men who boldly robbed 
the Cotton Belt passenger train No. 1 at 
Eylau, four miles south of here, last night. 

That the men were experts, and without 
question railroad men, is shown by the 
expeditious manner in which they cut off 
the engine and mail and baggage cars and 
ran them away from the rest of the train. 
There were five men in the gang which 


stopped the train. 

The train left Texarkana at 9:25 last 
night in charge of Conductor Arms rong 
and Engineer Henderson. 

At Eylau the train was flagged by one 
of the robbers, who forced the fireman t@ 
go back and cut off the mail and baggage 
ears, and, returning, forced the engineer 
to give up the management of his engine. 

One of the ro rs was an expert engi- 
neer and ran thé éngine, mail and express 
cars about a mile from the point where the 
first stop was made, and forced the express 
messenger to = his car. 

The robbers then blew open the safe with 
dvnamite. securing, it is said, a -large 
amount af booty.The exact amount fs with- 
held by the Cotton Belt Railroad, and the 
express ople, but it is known that @ 
heavy shipment was made on this train. 

‘I'he robbers, after securing the loot, cut 
off the engine from the mall and express 
car, and, —— Engineer Henderson to 
get off, they took the engine, in charge 0 
the a engineer, and went south at full 
speed. 

The passengers were not molested. They 
were, however, badly frightened and hid 
their valuables. 


REWARD OF $1800 OFFERED. 


As soon as Information of the robbery 
was received in St. Louis the Cotton Belt 
and Pacific Express Co. officials held a 
conference and decided to offer a reward 
of $1800 for the apprehension of the rob- 
bers. It is believed by them that there were 
six robbers and for each one captured $300 
will be paid. 

In addition to this bonus the express 
company will pay 10 per cent on all stolen 
money that ts recovered. 

At the office of General Manager H. F. 
Britton of the Cotton Belt it was stated 
vigorous efforts had been instituted to fol- 
low up the bandits and their capture may 
be effected within the next 24 hours. 

The engine on which the robbers rode 
away was picked up a few miles from the 
scene of the robbery by rallroad employes. 

None of the officials will disclose the 
amount stolen, though ft is said the sum 
cannot be large, as the banks were an 
closed Monday, the day the train left St. 
Louis, ard no money from them was car- 
ried by the express company.

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NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—Plans of the move- 
ments of the revolutionists in Colombia 
have been received by their agents here, 
and if all has gone well, confirmatory news 
of a startling nature is soon to be ex- 
pected. The Red Line steamer Philadelphia 
brought a large mail for Dr. Restrepo, the 
agent for the revolutionary party in this 
city. Interviewed, he said: 

“Altogether in Colombia we have now an 
army of more than 20,000 men, well armed 
and equipped. Gen. Uribe-Uribe has 14,- 
000 well-drilled troops under him, and ac- 
cording to our advices was to start on his 
campaign of invasion of Colombia at a 
point below San Cristobal on Aug. 23. 

“Before his lines is Gen. Gonzalez Val- 
encia, with nearly an equal number of Co; 
lombian troops to oppose him. 

“At Riochacha, which is the seaport at 
the northern part of the Department of 
Magdalena, with a population of 10,000, we 
have two generals with a force of 3000 
men, who now have the city surrounded. 
Gen. C. Castillo is in command and Gen. 
J. M. Castillo is next in charge, with the 
forces divided about equally between them. 

“Riochacha will be attacked both by land 
and sea, and we expect it will speedily 
fall. Then we shall take Santa Maria, fur- 
ther down the coast, and hold both sea- 
ports of the Magdalena p®sovince. It will 
not be difficult to control the entire depart- 
ment. 

“Between Riochacha and Gen. Uribe- 
Uribe's position near San Cristobal is sta- 
tioned Gen. Camacho, who has a force of 
4000 veterans. For some time they have 
been without ammunition, but about eigh- 
teen days ago new arms and a large quan- 
tity of ammunition were successfully gol- 
ten to them, and they are now in fine 


shape. y 

“Near Honda is Gen. Marin, with 2000 
Seasoned men, and in the Cauca province in 
the south are two generals and Gen. Her- 
rera. I cannot speak for the size of their 
forces or their movements. 

“When Gen. Comacho and his troops join 
with Gen. Uribe-Uribe the department of 
Banitander will be virtualiy in our hands. 

“It is my belief that the Colomnian gun- 
boat Pinzon will never come back over the 
bar at Baranqguilla. It is very easy to go 
in, but so difficult to go out that the 
steamboat navigation of the river has been 


prattically prohibited. 
“Gen. Alban committed a grave mistake 


when he carried her there. 

“We learned also that when the gunboat 
Popa was lost,five rapid-fire guns, 1000 rifles 
and 1,000,000 rounds of emmunition, besides 
other military stores, went down with her. 


GREAT BLOW TO COLOMBIA. 


‘Detaile of Sinking of La Popa Indicate 
a Rebel Conspiracy. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—Brief cable men- 
tion of the recent sinking of the Colom- 
bian gunboat La Popa has been supple- 
mented by further particulars regarding the 
accident, by mail. Gen. Joaquin Velez, 
governor of Bolivar, charges that La Popa 
was sunk by rebels and has caused the 


imprisonment of four survivors, charging 
them with complicity in the plot. 
The government has used every endeavor 


and for many years an ecitorial writer on 
the Philadelphia Times, who was Américan 
consul at Birmingham, Eng., from 1893 to 
18%, has been appointed representative in 
the United Kingdom for the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition, with headquarters at 
London.

“Il have seen Henry Vignaud, first secre- 
tary of the United Staies embassy in 
Paris. Gen. Porter is absent from the city 
at present, or I would have,seen him. Mr. 
Vignaud said that up to the present time 
their~-office had not received any official 
notice from Washington, but, notwith- 
standing that, if I wished to improve the 
opportunity of my presence in Paris he 
would be glad tc put me in communication 
with any of the French officials whom I 
might wish to meet. Mr. Vignaud was most 
cordial and said their office would do ev- 
erything in their power to promote our in- 
terests. 

“I have seen Gustavo Niederlein, consul 
of the Republic of Costa Rica, and repre- 
sentative of the Philadelphia Museum at 
Paris, and have arranged for him to intro- 
duce me to the directors of the French 
Colonies. 1 am also to meet in a day or 
two George Samaille, who is secretary of 
the. French exhibitions at Glasgow. 

“I have also arranged for a conference 
with Francis Deloucle, a minister plenipo- 
tentiary and member of the chamber of 
deputies. He promises great aid to us In 
the way of a Napoleonic exhibit, and says 
he can put us on the right road for a great 
collection. 

“Tomorrow I go to Chaumont, 150 miles 
to Paris, to see one of the greatest manu- 
facturers of France. He is also mayor of 
the town and an important person to -alist 
with us, and I hope to secure his co-opera- 
tion. #AVhat the foreign nations want is 
definite information. They want to know 
how low they can get straight rates on dif- 
ferent classes of merchandise, and how 
long it takes to transport freight from New 
York to St. Louis, if exhibits will be free 
of duty, and what space can be arranged 
for them. I answered all to the best of my 
ability and promised definite information 
sent to all without delay.”

DISMISSED BY HIS _ BISHOP 


THE NEWLY WEDDED PAIR ARE 
SAID TO BE IN ST. LOUIS. 


Gcetz Was Formerly in Charge of the 
Parish at Clinton, Mo., but Had 
Been Transferred to Lee’s 
Summit. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LEE’S SUMMIT, Mo., Sept. 4.—Aloysius 
F. Goetz, formerly a priest of the Catholic 
Church, and Miss Lulu Gallhopper, both of 
this place, were married at Independence 
Sunday morning. The marriage ceremony 
was performed by Judge Llewellyn Jones at 
the home of Sanford Gossett, deputy coun- 
ty recorder. Mr. Goetz and his wife left 


Independence immediately, without saying 
where they intended to go, but it is thought 
they went to St. Loults. 

Father Goetz came to Lee's Summit from 
Clinton, Mo., about 18 months ago. With 
him was Miss Gallhopper, who was to act 
as his housekeeper. carcely had he ar- 
rived when bills for various amounts be- 
gan to follow him, and then the _ story 
leaked out as to why he was transferred 
to this, a smaller, parish. 

There was no disgrace connected with his 
removal, but he had broken one of the fun- 
damental rules of the church and Bisho 
Glennon sent him here as a punishment. It 
appears that at Clinton his one ambition 
was to have a beautiful church, so he went 
to work to build one. The church cost 
about $7000. He obtained the material and 
labor, contending that he was sanctioned in 
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expending the entire amount by the Kaa- 
sas City diocese. The rule of the churcn 
is that no priest shall contract a debt for 
church purposes without the permission of 
the bishop. Goetz’s debt tn this case was 
over and above the amount authorized, 
something like $4000. Bishop Glennon im- 
mediately removed Goetz to Lee’s Summit, 
where the parish had an excellent church 
free from debt. 

After Goetz’s arrival here with his house- 
keeper he is said to have borrowed money 
in order to ta out,a $10,000 life insurance 
policy and soon his bills for hardware and 
merchandise began to accumulate. Com- 
plaint began to come to the ears of Bishop 
Glennon. Goetz was called to Kxnsas City 
last July. He was reprimanded and told 
that, beginning Aug. 1, he must make 
monthly payments on his debts and furnish 
receipts showing that he had done so. Last 
invunth two priests were sent to Lee's Sum- 
mit to investigate Goetz's indebtedness 
and he was again called to Kansas City to 
explain. After learning all the evidence 
Bishop Glennon is said to have written out 
two papers and placed them before the 
priest. One demanded an ecclesiastica! 
trial. All that wes lacking was Goetz's 
signature. The other was Goetz’s dismis- 
sal. ready to be signed.

The Governor Issues Proclamation for 
an Extra Session.

In New York the Merchants’ Association, under the guid- 
ance of The World, knocked out the greatest municip.l steal 
ever attempted—that of the Ramapo company involving $200,-

In Cleveland the Municipal Association achieved desirable 
results from the beginning and since the election of the pres- 
ent mayor has brought about a better administration of the 
streets, which are cleaner than ever before, the smoke 
nuisance is being abated and the public service ‘corporations 
are being compelled to bear their share of the burden of 
public expense.

Night classes 
are always open to such operatives as 
must devote their days to earning q liveli- 
hood and yet are desirous of acquiring an 
education. Some children whose families 
need their help, work in the mills at stated 
hours of the day, at the expiration of which 
time certain portions of the machinery are 
shut down, and the children, having earned 
from 2 to SO cents apiece for their half- 
day’s labor, hie away to the school, where 
special provision is made for them, the 
hours being short and the teaching largely 
individualized.

Here 
is a circulating library, comprising nearly 
5000 volumes of ae roved standard lMiera- 
ture, to which additions are being made 
month by month. The books are contained 
in a commodious apartment called “the le- 
dies’ reading room,’ but open to all. Its ta- 
hles are liberally ge with newspapers 
and other periodical literature, both popu- 
lar and scientific. The next apartment is 
furnished with facilities for carrying on 
social games, while still another is set 
apart as the “gentlemen’s'§ reading and 
smoking room.”’ All the privileges of. the 
lveeum are absolutely free to residents of 
the town, as the company assumes every 
expense in connection with it. The building 
is open each evening from 6:30 to 10:30. 

A regular course of free lectures on his- 
tory, travel and popular science is also 
provided; there are occasional concerts; and 
other entertainments of a kindred nature 
are not uncommon. In all of these the citi- 
zens evince a lively interest, and the bene- 
fits received through such channels of 
teaching have been very marked in the last 
last dozen years Over all the amusements 
of the people, indeed, the management ex- 
ercises a sympathetic supervision—never 
an irritating interference, but a gentle 
leading toward that which is elevating, to 
the exclusion of low tastes.

MUST FIRST RATIFY 
THE DEAL. 


CONGRESS 


For Some Time the Only Hitch in the 
Negotiations Has Been Caused by 
a Syndicate of Speculators. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—Cable_  dis- 
patches from Copenhagen to Washington 
and London announce that the Danish min- 
istry has finally accepted the terms of- 
fered by the United States for-the Danish 
West Indian islands. 

The only obstacle that has ever ‘stood in 
the way of prompt acceptance of the offer 
of $3,500,000, which this government- made 
for the islands through the state depart- 
ment, was the existence of a syndicate of 
speculators, composed of /subjects of the 
King of Denmark and Americans, which 
tried in vain to obtain options that woitd 
enable it to earn an enormous commission 
by mulcting the United States for at least 


finally agreed upon. 

The Danish end of the syndicate was 
represented by a man known in the United 
States as Capt. Christmas, but who was 


identified as a member of. the 
Denmark. The American end was com-/| 
posed of several millionaires, chief among 
whom was H. H. Rogers of the Standard | 
Oil Co. Mr. Rogers undertook the task of 
selling the islands through lobbyists, who 
were sent to Washington for the purpose. 
He wanted $5,000,000 for them. 
The scheme was so barefaced that even 
veteran members of Congress declined to 
have anything to do with it. The state de- 
partment was. authorized to deal directly 
with the Danish ministry for the purchase 
of the islands and an offer of $3,500,000 was 


successful for a long time, but finally, after 
the details of the connection between the 
allegedacaptain and the New York million- 
aires Deecame known, thé ministry discarded 
his advices and took up the offer of the 
United States as a serious proposition. 
The real value of the islands will lie in 
the fact that they are the natural Key to 
all military and naval operations in the 
Carribean Sea and the Gulf of Mexico, and 
when the United States begins the work 
of building an isthmian canal, whether at 
Panama or through Nicaragua, they willl 
be of paramount importance. 
The Danish West Indies consist of the 
three islands of St. Thomas, St. Croix and 
St. Johns. With the exception of a few 
Danish officials and English merchants the 
inhabitants are natives or negroes, and for 
the last few years most of them have been 
distressingly poor. While the islands are 
susceptible of cultivation and nearly all 
tropical products can be raised most of the 
acreage cof the islands remains uncultivat- 
ed. Formerly considerable sugar cane was 
raised, but the freeing of the slavey the 
numerous destructive hurricanes that have 
visited the islands and the cultivation of 
sugar beets in this country and Europe 
have discouraged nearly every effort to 
raise crops. The plantations are over- 
grown with underbrush and general deso- 
lation is spreading year by year. 
The three islands have an aggregate area 
of 89.9000 acres. Of the three St. Johns is 
the smallest and St. Croix the largest, 
although it is not the most important. St. 
Johns and St. Thomas lie closely together 
—the latter just west of the former, and 
both just east of the northern coast line 
of Porto Rico. St. Croix is about 40 miles 
south southeast of St. Thomas and has 
an area of 51,1°8 acres. St. Thomas has an 
area of 22.220 acres. The area of St. Johns 
is about two-thirde that of St. Thomas.

THE LARGEST BET YET 


An English Syndicate Wagers $150,- 
OOO That Shamrock IT 
Will Win the Race. 


Special to the Post-Dispatcb. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 4—Walter J. Kings- 
ley, representative of an English syndicate, 
with apparently unlimited money to wager 
on Shamrock II, furnished excitement for 


two cities Tuesday. 

In Pittsburg Mr. Kingsley placed $150,000 
in Bank of England notes against a certi- 
fied check for $250,000, with which the 


millionaire syndicate of the Smoky City 
back their faith In the American boat. 

This is the largest single bet ever made 
on a yacht race or any other sporting 
event. It is also claimed that this is the 
largest single cash wager ever made. 

At the same time Mr. Kingsley, through 
a representative in New York, notified sev- 
eral stock exchange firms, famous as stake- 
holders of big money on election bets and 
the like, that he stood ready to duplicate 
his Pittsburg bet of $150,000. 

He stipulated for the same odds—3 to 56 
—and induigently explained that if the full 
$250,000 of American money was not forth- 
coming he would be pleased to take all in 
sight, be it little or much. 

Edward Bell, who has handled more stock 
exchange election money than any other 
man alive, and Frederick H. Brooks of 
Seligsberg & Co., Broadway, another 
well-known holder of stock exchange 
wagers who, in the last presidential cam- 
paign, stood to win hundreds of thousands 
of dollars on Bryan's election, were com- 
municated with. 

Kingsley’s offer _was wired to a promi- 
nent banker at Chicago, who is said to 
represent a western syndicate formed with- 
in the week to back the Yankee at. Ru- 
mors were current uptown Tuesday night 
that Kingsley had succeeded in placing an 
additiona Bs of $75,000 In Pittsburg at his 
favorite odds. 

Mr. Kingsley will reach New York early 
Wednesday, and it is believed that Messrs. 
Bell and Brooks, for the Wall street con- 
tingent, will meet him to debate the ques- 
tion of odds, the only stumbling block to a 
second record-breaking wager.
